After the meeting. was over the Duchess 
advanced to Mrs. Stowe, kissed her, and 
taking from her own arm a bracelet of 
massive links of gold, typical of the fet- 
ters of the slave, clasped it on the arm 
of the creator of Uncle Tom, asking her 
to regard it as the memorial of “a chain 
goon to be broken.”’ 

This Duchess Harriet was a wonderful | 
woman. The sécond Duke had married 
her after an unhappy and romantic love 
for Queen Louise of Prussia, and when 
after his death, Garibaldi visited PEng- 
land in 1864, Duchess Harriet, who had 
lost her husband three years previously, 
‘todk & leading part in lionizing the Italian 
patriot, and insisted on his taking up his 
quarters at Stafford House. Indeed, she 
conceived such.& romantic admiration for 
Italy's ,National hero, that she- finally 
made up her mind to marry him, irrespec- 
tive of his other matrimonial entangle- 
ments. There is no knowing what might 
have happened had not her son, the late 
Duke, settled matters, by practically kid- 
napping Garibaldi and carrying him back 
to the.island of Capri, on board his steam 
yacht. ; 

It may be remembered. that Garibaldi, 
at the very climax of the popular en- 
thusiasm aroused by -his presence in 
England, suddenly disappeared. in the 
most mysterious fashion from London, 
without regard to the numerous engage- 
ments he had made, or for the many 
entertainments organized in his behalf; 
nor did ‘any one know what had become of 
him, Until {t was Jearned that he was 
back in Italy. 

Of course Garibaldi allowed himself to 
be kidnapped in this fashion. to escape 
cere @ somewhat embarrassing position:

This sale was, not due to any lack of 
funds on the part of the Duke, but solely 
to the necessity of making room for fam- 
ily portraits by Romney, Gainsborough, 
and Lawrence, which he had been forced 
te remove from. his country seat at Tren- 
tham in Staffordshire when that place 
became uninhabitable through the pollu- 
tion of the River Trent, passing through 
the grounds, and under the very windows 
of the Hall. A feature of Stafford House 
is the pair of immense glass doors stand- 
ing between the entrance and the great 
halt, which are never opened, excepting 
for royalty, for an arriving or a,depart- 
ing bride, or for the funeral of a member 
of the family. 

The Duke of Sutherland's marriage to 
the daughter of the late Harl of Rosslyn 
was something of a romance and may be 
sala to have been brought about by the 
deep-rooted superstition with regard to 
the. ominous cNaracter’ of the number 
“18'"' on the part of her mother.

State business. The commission answered 
by pointing out that by the amendment 
to the original wording of the section any 
doubt as to the commission's authority in 
this matter. was cleared away. 
The complaints against the proposed ad- 
vances in commutation fares were filed 
on June 23, 1910, the State of New Jersey 
being the principal complainant. The de- 
fendants were the Brie, Lackawanna, 
Pennsylvania, Central of New Jersey, 
Reading, Lehigh Valley,-and New York 
Central, the latter as lessés of the West 
Shore. The ces were to have gone 
into effect on July 1.of last year, but by 
order of the commission this date was 
postponed until Oct. 15 to allow time for 
an investigation.- 

The order holds that in general the new 
fares of the Erie, Lackawanna, and West 
‘Shore are not unreasonable, although in 
a few cases they aré excessive. The new 
monthly fares of the Erie to points thirty- 
three miles or more distant from New 
+York are found to be unreasonable, but 

that company has comparatively few com- 
muters who travel that mat out. The 
fares of the wanna.and West Shore 
to their outer limits of what: may be 
called thé re na zone are also found 
te be too high, and are ordered reduced. 
No change. in the rates =a the Central of 
New Jersey or Lehigh Valley is made. It 
is ye in the case of the Pennsylvania 
that e commission finds that its com- 
a rates as whole are too high 
nnder the new sc le.
